Dr. Allen Depictfs 
Commmiist China

Dr. Stuart Allen, for 22 years a 
resident of China, addressed the 
United Nations Club on Friday on 
the topic, "Communist China as I 
Saw It". Dr. Allen was' Superin- 
tendent and chief surgeon of a 
Chinese hospital until he was 
brought before a communist board 
of inquiry and sentenced to 8 
months in prison. 

Brain Washing 

While undergoing an interroga- 
tion and "brain-washing" opera- 
tion, Dr. Allen made several ob- 
servations of his captors. He re- 
members an investigator stating 
that '"the only reason for sending 
diplomatic embassies to other 
countries is for espionage and 
spying". Moreover, the accepted 
policy towards China's neighbours 
was to liberate them from impe- 
rialistic influence by forcé of 
arms. * 

Ho pointed fi\it that if wo accep- 
ted Rod China into the UN, we 



would have to accept this situa- 
tion, as it exists. He doubted the 
fact that Red China, in view of 
the Communist aim of building a 
World Communism, would Accept 
her true responsibilities as a mem- 
ber of the United Nations! 

Religion 

Dr. Allen said that although the 
Communists' tolerate religion, they 
fervently hope that some day the 
church will bo replaced by the 
Communist doctrine. Any reli- 
gious activity must be confined to 
the house of worship only. 
Discussion Period 

A provocative discussion period 
followed the brief talk; Dr. Allen 
traced the rise of feeling against 
Chiang's government before the 
Communists took over, and he in- 
dicated t)iat the government h^s 
at last begun making some long- 
needed improvement. He declined 
to comment on whether or not the 
Nationalist government would ever 
be able to reaffirni/itKiltOBitioi 



connected with the Department of 
Slavic languages since 1917 and is 
now Associate Professor at Colum- 
bia, where he /received his Ph.D.

and exchange up to date informa- 
tion on experiments conducted in 
different parts of the country. '

get-together at the home of • Dr. 
Towers served as an introduction 
to the event The official welcome 
was extended by Professor Roscoe 
at 9 am yesterday; after which 
speeches and discussions followed 
all day, with luncheon held at the 
Royal Victoria College.

He affirms that all 
churches are "institutions seeking 
to place a limit on the achieve- 
ments of reason." He will agree, I 
think, that the ultimate aim of all 
reasoning should be to attain 
truth. Suppose a church, or an 
institution like McGill, has achiev- 
ed a certain truth. Isn't it reason- 
aTalc to assume that this institution 
will present all available data and 
point others (the uncovertcd in the 
case of the church, as we students 
in the cose of McGill) to the "pre- 
decidcd conclusio;i7" One may not 
agree with all that is presented as 
truth, but one will admit that such 
action is justifiable.
